Their 30-page study waa spon- 
sored by the Child Weifare 
League of America and the In- 
ternational Social Service, or- 
ganizations concerned with 
adoption programs. The agen 
cies estimated more than 2,000 
children have been adopted 
from overseas by proxy since 
the end of World War HU. 

The study covered 77 families 
who adopted 97. children by 
proxy. The adoptions had not 
succeeded or were “in question” 
in 29 families, the Hydes said.

Charter Plan 


PARIS (UPI)—French Com- 
munists and leftwingers Wed- 
nesday accused Gen, Charles de 
Gaulle of drafting a “tailor 
made” Constitution ta keep him- 
self in power as a dictator. 
The attack on the 67-year-old 
Premier was led by the official 
Communist Newspaper Human- 
ite following publication of the 
proposed new Constitution 
‘Tuesday. 

De Gaulle will ask the nation 
to approve the Constitution at 
a referendum this fail, ending 
the Fourth Republic and sét- 
ting up the Fifth. 

The proposed Constitution 
would give sweeping powers to 
the French President for the 
first time in modern history and 
sharply trim the once almost 
absolute power of Parliament, 
which has been able to make 
or break governments. Since 
the war, France has had 25 gov- 
ernments. 

The draft Constitution, on 
which a 39member committee 
is now working, provides: 

1. The President, now a 
firvurehead, will choose the Pre- 
miler instead of merely designat- 
ing a candidate for the job as 
he does now. There will be no 
investiture by the National As- 
sermbiv, which many times in 
the past has been unable to 
agree on a candidate. 

2. The President will he 
elected for a seven-year term by 
un electoral college. 

3. The President will have 
the right to dissolve Parliament 
and take over absolute power 
in times of great emergency. 

4. The National Assembly 
will have its powers greatly 
reduced. There no longer will 
be confidence votes on major is- 
sues and the Assembly will 
have a tougher time overthrow- 
ing governments. 


&. Parliament will meet for 
a maximum of five-and-a-half 


months a year instead of the 
minhnum of seven months in 
force now. 

6 The Government will be 
directiy responsible to Parlia- 
ment. But no cabinet minister 
can be a member of the As- 
sembly.

More Pay Advised 


U.S. Redress 
Expected if 
Crew Injured 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—Tbe 
U.S. Government is expected to 
pay compensation if investiga- 
tions prove that the crewmen 
of a Japanese vessel showered 
with radieactive fallout have 
sustained injuries, 

The Japanese Maritime Safety 
Agency's 900-ton boat, Takuyo, 
which was engaged in a scien- 
tific oceanographic survey under 
the International Geophysical 
Year program, encountered high 
radioactivity earlier this month 
about 800 miles west-northwest 
of Bikini Atoll, the U.S, nuclear 
proving grounds. 

Commenting on the incident, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
said Wednesday that an Amerf'- 
can medical team which check- 
ed the Japanese crew members 
reportedly found no injuries 
due to the fallout. 

The AEC said an official re- 
port confirming the fact was 
expected to be made to the U.S. 
Government, 

AEC also said it was prema- 
ture to discuss what action the 
United States would take in 
the event further investiga- 
tions reveal that injuries had 
actually been sustained. 

However, AEC noted that in 
the case of the radioactive dust- 
ing of the Fukuryu Maru No, 5 
several years ago the American 
Embassy in Japan offered com- 
pensation to the victims. 

State Department quarters, 
meanwhile, said that in the 
absence of complete reports, 
no comment could be made at 
this stage on what compensa- 
tion the U.S, Government 
would make, in case the Japa- 
nese seamen have been  in- 
jured. 

Ever since the announce- 
ment by the Soviet Union of 
unilaterally suspending muclear 
tests. the U.S. has been con- 
cerned about the effect of its 
experiments on world opinion.

‘Horror of Dracula’ 


By FOU 


The first British film version 
of Bram Stoker's horror classic 
Dracula—and the fifth Dracula 
film in cinema chronology— 
opening at Theatre Tokyo 
Saturday (Aug. 2), is no mean 
achievement despite its suspi- 
ciousty short length of one hour 
and 22 rninutes. 

it has been produced by the

Mounted on regular-sized 
sereen in Technicolor, like 
predecessor, it generates a 
similar atmosphere of medieval 
mystery, vet, due perhaps to 
the more sinister nature of the 
story which more widely 
accepted because of its older 
legendary origin, its effect 
far more horrendous. 

In fair fidelity to 
“Horror of Dracula” 
itself, first in. the 
Jonathan Harker 
Eyssen), a Dutch 
who comes to live in the 
forbidding castle of Count 
Dracula out of his own choice 
in the capPacity of a librarian. 
Under his gentile’ scholarly 
demeanor he hides one purpose 
for which he is there—to kill 
the wampire which the count 
was known to be for some time 
to 19th century science.

The tempo slowly increases 
through the celebrated inter- 
view between Yamashita and 
the British authorities in Singa- 
pore. The Japanese raps out 
his demands (to the accompani- 
ment of a. sound-track snare 
drum) and the British hurried- 
ly discuss. Then the affirmative, 
swiftly followed by shot after 
shot of Japanese soldiers rais- 
ing their arms in banzai. 

These shots, taken at differ- 
ent places and on different oc- 
casions, are built upon one an- 
other until it seems that Japa- 
nese everywhere are celebrat 
ing. Then this emotional peak 


is followed by a long, sobering 
panorama (done entirely with- 
out commentary) in which are 
shown-——in one scene—what 
must have been every one of 
the 60,000 British prisoners. 
Sometimes time and space 


are telescoped instead of being 
spread out. When the college 
boys were called up, toward the 
end of the war, we see them 
assembled—thousand upon 
thousand—being addressed by 
Tojo. Then as this thin, hyster-. 
ical becomes louder and louder 
(amplified through an _ echo 
chamber) we see other bovs put- 


ting on uniforms, yet others 
drilling, and finally, as the. long 
and by now almost incompre- 
hensible speech ends we see 
them as soldiers: stronger, tall- 
er, faces precisely the same.

MOSCOW (UPT)—Russia start- 
ed Tuesday preparing for next 
vear’s U.S.-Russian track meet in 
Philadelphia by sending a squad 
of lady scientists to grill Amer- 
ican stars on their training 
methods.

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Decentralization in Red China

HONG KONG—Since Khrush- 
chev launched the idea of de- 
centralization in economic ad- 
ministration, the other Commu- 
nist countries have proceeded 
in various wavs to follow Rus- 
sia’s example. In China an ur- 
gent need for some such change 
had arisen when the early en- 
thusiasm for gigantic enter- 
prises, like the Anshan Steel 
Plant, had been replaced bv the 
drive to erect thousands of 
simall factories scattered 
throughout the country, 

When, for instante, one 
trict in Kiangsi applied to 
provincial uthorities for 
proval of a plan to erect 500 
small industrial units, there was 
found to be no administrative 
staff which could coordinate so 
complex a proposal: the need for 
decentralization was obvious.

These must produce what 
they have been told to produce, 
rice or wheat, cotton cloth or 
paper, iron or steel or coal or 
tools. and if the funds assigned 
by the province are insufficient, 
the deficit must be made good 
by effort. Thus we learn 
of one administrative village. 
where the authorities consc ript- 
ed 10 per cent of the popula- 
tion, farmers, handicraftsmen, 
junk crews, etc; the profit of 
theiz work was to go henceforth 
to swelling the income of the 
village, while they, presumably, 
would be supported by the rest 
of the village. 

This may throw some light 
on the real significance of this 
decentralization: produetion is 
to gO on at the same tempo as 
before; it is even to be expand- 
ed. The burden will be borne 
as before by the villages and 
especially by the farmers but 
their burden wifl now be in- 
creased.
